SECTION  V  -  Pater  Supply 

1.  Towns  water  is  laid  on  to  wharves  and  all  vessels  can  refill  at  any  time 
without  difficulty.  The  water  comes  from  a  borehole  in  the  South  Downs. 

2.  The  town's  water  is  periodically  examined  and  all  reports  for  the  year  have 
proved  satisfactory. 

3.  At  the  Railway  rharf  there  are  hydrants  on  the  water  mains  to  which  stand¬ 
pipes  can  be  attached  and  a  supply  of  water  taken  to  ships '  water  tanks  by 
means  of  hose  pipes.  At  the  other  wharves  there  are  taps  in  buildings  on 
the  quayside  to  which  hoses  are  attached  for  supplying  the  vessels  moored 
there . 

4.  There  are  no  water  boats  at  this  port.

a)  No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  sending  permission  by  Radio  for  ships 
to  enter  the  district. 

b)  No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  receiving  messages  by  Radio  from  ships 
and  for  acting  hereon. 

3.  NOTIFICATIONS  OTHER1  ISE  THIN  BY  RADIO. 

Messages  are  received  at  the  Port  by  signals. 

4.  MOORING  STATIONS. 

A  Mooring  Station  has  been  designated  as  required  by  Regulations  22  and  30,  and 
is  situated  immediately  North  of  the  Railway  Quay,  on  the  East  side  of  the  River 
Arun.  It  has  been  agreed  with  the  Harbour  Master  that  should  this  berth  be  in  use 
when  required  for  quarantine,  an  alternative  berth  will  be  found  for  the  vessel  then 
occupying  it.  The  provisions  of  an  additional  Mooring  Station  outside  the  harbour 
is  considered  impracticable. 


5.  APR  NGEM!7  TS  FOR  - 

a)  Hospital  Accommodation,  Arrangements  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  would  be 
made  through  the  local  Bed  Bureau.  This  voulc  normally  mean  accommodation  at  Swan dean, 
Chichester,  Foredown  or  Portsmouth,  but  for  Plague,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever,  special 
arrangements  would  be  made. 

b)  Surveillance  and  follow  up  of  contacts  would  be  carried  out  by  the  Port  Health 
Inspector  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

c)  Cleansing  and  .disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and  other  articles. 
Arrangements  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  persons,  clothing  and  other  articles 
would  be  made  to  meet  the  situation. 


SE£TION_VI.I^  Smallpox 

1.  Smallpox  cases  in  this  district  are  sent  to  the  Joyce  Green  Hospital,  Dartford, 
Kent . 

2.  Ambulance  facilities  for  smallpox  cases  are  available  at  the  Chichester,  Horsham 
and  Worthing  ximbulance  Stations,  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  All 
ambulance  crews  are  vaccinated  every  year. 

3.  Dr.  V.S.  Parker,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Brighton,  is  the  nearest  Smallpox 
Consultant . 

4.  Specimens  for  pathological  examination  can  be  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Brighton.
